Propagation Watch 

The above propagation forecasts are based on the 
55 day data, not the figures from the last solar 
revolution in September. Look for the sunspot number 
and solar flux to rise during the first two weeks of 
October, to a peak flux value around 10. A-index 
values less than 19 will be rare, however, which will 
cut into low band propagation, weaken long-haul signal 
strengths, and take away the polar paths. 

The chances are good for another solar storm in 
early October; keep an ear on WWV's 18 minute after 
the hour broadcast. Solar flares are likely mid-month, 
which will also cut into DXing. 

The good news is that the solar flux should stay 
high for the entire period, whith will push the MUF 
well above 15 meters, and should open 12 and 19 meters 
on occasion. Don't just tune across these higher 
frequencies; call a CQ. This is a good time to check 
the many 18 meter beacons. The DX Bulletin has a list 
of these available from an SASE. 

Absorption is less on the higher bands, so DX is 
possible even during flares. And remember that 
propagation is often excellent just before a solar 
storm starts. 

With the passing of the equinox, low band DXing is 
increasing in popularity. Static and absorption are 
still high, but avid low banders are working some 
choice DX with little competition at this time of the 
year. 

Cycle 22 

The 13-month smoothed sunspot number for February 
1987 was 19.3, the highest value in 3 years! Solar 
flux averaged 9@ for the month of August. Cycle 22 is 
increasing rapidly, compared to Cycle 21. Both flux 
and absorption are significantly higher that they were 
at this point in the last sunspot cycle. It's still 
too early to say if this will continue, which would 
give us an even higher sunspot peak, sooner than Cycle 
21, but we can hope.

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Amateur Radio in Thailand 

Our Thai correspondent reports that Thailand has 
moved a few steps closer to restoring individual 
amateur licenses. A first step will be issuing regular 
HS callsigns to the 2500+ "volunteer radio" operators, 
who have been licensed in the past few years. In 
connection with a regular VHF license exam in 
December, the PTT is expected to give the first-ever 
HF exam, with individual licenses to be issued soon 
thereafter. Meanwhile foreigners in Thailand will try 
to set up reciprocal agreements between their home 
governments and Thailand. HS@A now sports a TH6DDX at 
9 feet, and continues to be active in contests. HS@B- 
is often on the air on weekends.
